Fox, a lawyer, has notified the 
National Life that Hicks assigned 
the $150,000 insurance inthis 
company to him, but the company 
avers, through its attorneys, Jones, 
Hocker, Sullivan & Angert. that it 
is without knowledge to form a 
belief as to the fact or validity of 
the assignment. It further al- 
leges that Glenn Hicks was made 
beneficiary of the policies in an- 
ticipation of Clifford's death, not 
in Glenn’s own behalf but for per- 
sons to whom Clifford was obli- 
gated legitimately or illegitimate- 
ly. In consequence, the company 
suggests Clifford had no right to 
assign the policies to Fox.

- Some or all of the premiums Clif- 
ford paid were met by funds of the 
St. Louis Finance Corporation, mis-. 
appropriated by Clifford, the suit 
alleges, and the corporation may 
have an interest in the proceeds. 

Neither can the company ascer- 
tain without court order to whom 
the premiums should be refunded 
if the policies are not paid. The 
premiums were deposited in court 
on filing of the suit. 

A temporary injunction prevent- 
ing the defendants from suing the 
National Life unde- jfts insurance 
policies is asked, also an order di- 
recting return of the policies for 
cancelation. 

Clifford Hicks was 
treasurer of the Sx.

Small Craft Extend Welcome. 

Small craft, bearing welcoming 
parties, which had been tying in 
the lee of the Cape awaiting the 
crulser’s coming, sped out inte the 
open sea after the planes, when 
the Memphis’ two tall masts and 
four stacks rose above tke hopri- 
zon, First of these boats was the 
Commodore Maury, flagship*of the 
Virginia Oyster Navy. 

The Maury bore an official wei- 
coming party from the Virginia 
peninsula cities, but Gov.

As the cruleer drew close to 
Cape Henry, where hundreds 
stood to observe her passage, the 
Cape Henry Weather Bureau sta- 
tion sent the first welcome from 
shore with flags. Hoisted on the 
weather station's flagstaff, six 
bright bits of bunting formed the 
words “Welcome Home” in the in- 
ternational signal code. A flag 
went up on the Memphis te indi- 
cate the greeting had been seen 
and understood, 

The Memphis swung past the 
Cape under a gray sky which held 
a threat of rain, but visibility was 
good and the watchers on shore 
through binoculars could plainiy 
make out the figures on the cruis- 
ers deck, two miles away. They 
saw one figure in civilian clothes 
on the main deck forward. and 
they surmised that they were look- 
ing at Lindbergh.

“T made my first flight on April 
9, 1922," Lindbergh told the corre- 
spondent today, consulting a little 
black notebook in which he Keeps 
notes on his flying experiences.

“T have flown over 35 States, 
Nova Scotia, Newfoundland, Ire- 
land, France, Belgium, England 
and Mexico; that is, the Mexican 
border in 1924. I started flying at 
the Lincoln, Neb., flying school and 
expect to continue flying for many 
years over many places. 

Parachute Jumping Unpleasant. 

“IT have been asked many times 
what were the most unpleasant mo- 
ments of my flying career. I 
think I might say they were during 
the times I was forced to jump 
from my airplane with a parachute. 
It is not the sudden jerk; it is not 
fear-that makes it so unpleasant. 
It is the launching into the un- 
known that is so disagreeable.” 


of Lindbergh's career. He has al- 
ways prepared carefully for his 
flights and considers his trans- 
atlantic flight a. meticulously 
planned affair. 

“T have found flying above water 
smoother and frequently speedier 
than above land,” he continued. “I 
have been asked why I flew so low 
over the English Channel when I 
was on my way to London from 
Brussels. My opinion is that it 
makes no difference whether the 
aviator is 2000 feet or 10 feet above 
water if there is no land in sight. 
If you are bound to fall a long fall 
will not help any.

Lindbergh continues to be 
flooded with invitations from all 
parts of the United States, In dis- 
cussing this situation he said:

Special 2-Cent Levy for Art| 
Museum Safe for While 
Under 1912 Ruling of the

Formal refusal to set apart the 
special tax fixed by vote of the

Library Board’s formal demand 
was prepared by Associate City | 
Counselor Dolan. 

The letters sets forth that the ; 
city has reached the limit of its} ™ 
tax rate for municipal purposes, 
and cites especially the increased 
demands of the Police Depart- 
ment.: 

“The city taxing. authorities 
have not been disposed to question 
the validity of the special taxes 
for the Library, Art Museum and 
Zoo, so long as they were in a 
position to levy, such taxes without 
encroaching upon the general tax 
rate,” the letter says. “But the 
action of the Police Board, in im- 
posing burdens on the taxpayers| sal 
that are nearly double the expenses | at 
of 6 years ago, has rendered re. 
adjustment absolutely necessary 
unless the sick and infirm are te 
be neglected, and the streets are to 
be allowed to decay.” 

Iegal Grounds for Attack, 

Several legal grounds of attack 
vpon the special tax are cited, one 
oi these being: 

“The Library Act does not pro- 
vide any method of submitting to 
the people the repeal or revision |- 
ot the tax, and if your interpreta- 
tion of it is correct, it will con- 
tinue indefinitely, and will be in- 
creased annually, as the assessed 
valuation of the city Increases. A 
law adopted by the Legislature of 

_ Missouri, at the Tirst special ses- 
Sion Of 1921, provides that th case 
of an increase in valuation, in any 
year, of the taxable property with- 
mi any incorporated eity where a 
library tax has been voted, the 
Municipal Assembly of such  ecity 
shall not be obliged to levy a tax 
of two-fifths of.a mill as provided 
in the Library Act, but may sub- 
stitute a tax which, in the judg- 
ment of the Municipal Assembly, 
Shall be sufficient for the main- 
t'nance of said library throughout 
the year.’’ .

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NM Springfield the Attorney-General of I- 

lincis and the attorney for Gov. Small 
in the celebrated interest suit against the 
Governor have signed a stipulation under 
which Gov. Small agrees to pay into the 
State treasury $650,000 of money owed. 
This ts conceded by disinterested obgervers 
to be a glittering bargain, from a strictly 
financial point of view, for the canny chief 
executive, since it represents a paring away 
of about $150,000 of principal and at least 
as much more in interest. 

It is set forth in the agreement that “thea 
evidence fails to establish that the defend- 
ant, Len Small, received any sum or sums 
of money whatsoever upon public funds 
during his term of office as State Treasurer, 
except such sums as he has already ac- 
counted for and paid into the treasury of 
this State.” How Attorney-General Cari- 
strom justifies his action in agreeing to 
this extraordinary statement on behalf of 
the people of Illinois is one of the unsolved 
mysteries. Mr. Small’s liability ts described 
in the agreement as being “due solely for 
interest received by other defendants” ifn 
the case—“other defendants” meaning, pre- 
sumably, the late Edward C. Curtis, Verne 
Curtis and the mythical Grant Park bank 
through which, supposedly, during Mr. 
Small’s terms as Treasurer. many millions 

f dollars of State funds were loaned at 
igh rafes of interest to Chicago packers. 
By this stipulation, which has been ap- 
proved by the court, Gov.

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LINDBERGH STAMP 
TO 5 ON SALE JUNE 18 


Airmail Issue Carries Map of 
of His Course Across the 
Atlantic - Ocean. 


The Lindbergh air mail stamp, 
the first copy of which is being 
mounted in a special album ‘for 
presentation to Col. Lindbergh at 
Washington tomorrow by Postmas- 


ter-General New, will be placed on 
sale June 18 at four postoffices 
and the Government’s  philatelic 
agency in Washington, 


The postoffices will be at St. 
Louis, the home port of “The Spir- 
it of St. Louis,” and a terminus 
of Lindbergh’s old air mail route; 
Detroit, Mich., his birthplace; Lit- 
tle Falls, Minn., his boyhood heme, 
and Washington, where he spent 
several years while his father was 
in. Congress. The stamps will be 
issued to other postoffices as fast 
as the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing can turn them out. 


“Lindbergh Air Mail’ is inscribed 
across the top of the stamps. At 
the left is an engraving of the 
Eastern coast line of North Amer- 
ica, and at the right the coast line 
of Continental Europe and the 
British Isles. A dotted line marks 
the course of Lindbergh’s flight 
from New York to Paris. An en- 
graving of Lindbergh's monoplane, 
“The Spirit of St. Louis,” decorates 
the foreground. 

The stamps are printed in blne 
and sell for 10 cents, the price of 
the ordinary air mail stamps. 

St. Louisans continue to send air 
mail letters of congratulation to 
Col. Lindbergh in care of the Post- 
masters at Washington and New 
York. To date the total of sich 
letters is 2876, of which 2093 went 
to New York and 783 to Washing- 
ton. The Washington air maii 
from St. Louis and other’ points 
will be formally delivered to Cel, 
Lindbergh tomorrow by Postnias- 
ter New, Mail trucks bearing 
signs: ‘“‘The people of the United 
States by Air Mail congratulate 
Lindy,” will carry the letters to the 
Washington Navy yard and then 
jo:.. in the parade to the Washing- 
ton Monument.

week in ol@fashioned dishes. A 
hot kidney stew is rather a hearty 
breakfast dish, but occasionally the 
busy members of the family, who 


must make their week-day break- 
fast quite simple, like to have such 
a hearty dish. Although I have not 
served potatoes at this particular 
breakfast, I should like to eall at- 
tention to the fact that in serving 
kidney, liver or other organs used 
as foods, it is especially desirable 
to have potatoes at least during the 
day. Potatoes are so rich in alka- 
line salts that they are a help in 
digesting such hearty meats as 
those described. 

The vegetable dinners this week 
are not served in the standard 
form of vegetable plates or plat- 
ters. The combination of dishes 
is such as to vary the style of serv- 
ice.
